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DON'T EXPECT A VETO

Officiais Believe the Govermor Will
Sign the Street Acts.

LOOKING FOR FLAWSIN THE BILLS

The Livelihood of Many Mem Depending
on These Megsures.

THOUSANDS OF LaBORERS OUT OF WOLK

Around City Hall yesterday the question
under discussion was the probable action of
Governor Pattison on the now street billy,
which sre likely to be presented to him next
week for bis sigoature. Controller Marrow,
Mayor Gourler snd Chief Bigelow feel eon-
fident that the Governor will apnrove the
acta, as they believe the measures are consti-

tutional.

The legislative delegstion returned to the .

city yesterday. Seuator Flinn took tbe bills
to the citv's attorpeys in order that they
might be thoroughly overhauled and any
constitutional flaw detected and remedied,
The bills come up in the Senate on Toesday
for eoncurrence in the House amendments,
and if no further chavges are wmade will go
direct to the Governor,

Bepntor Flion said yesterday: “The
Legislature will pass any street act that is
equitable, but the question bioges on the
constitutianality of the bills. Weare mak-
ing everr endeavor to have these bills an
perfect as possible, so we will be able to go
before the Governor with an argoment
backed by the counstitutionality of these
measures.”’

Has & Big Interest in It

Contractor Evan Jooes dropped inte the
Controller’s office yesterdsy to learn the
probabie fate of the bills. Mr. Jones built
the Two-Mile Bun sewer ai a cost of over
$200 000, Owing to bad weather and sev-
eral unforeseen accidents the contract was
not & paving one. A ‘ter the work was com-
pleted the Supreme Court decision declar-
ing the street aets 0! 18587 and 1889 yncon-
stitational, preveated the collection of the
cost of the improvement, and Mr. Jones hias

compelled Lo pay lor several months,
vdar o banks for carrying his paper. In
adaition tothis Mr. Jones has four unfinished
vel puving ecovtractson hix hunds, on
wiich werk has been stopped by the same
decision, For these reasons he is deeply in-
torested in the outcome of the nresent street
legtslation.

Mr. Jones said, in speaking of the effect
0! the Supreme Court decision: “You would
be surprised it you knew the number of 1dle
men in the city to<day. There are bus-
dreds, ves, thousands, of them,

Men Who Have Their All at Stake,

“Perhaps the people who suffer the most
are the men who own one or two horses and
carts, Nearly all their work is on street
improvements, and when that stops there is
pothing bnt idieness left for them. What
nus sdded to their frouble s the faect that
tue disputes among the building trades bave
put a stop to that sort of work. There is
cvomparstively little building being done
now, and, therefore, but a light demand for
carts 10 haul the diri away from excavations
tor foundations,

“Aunother thing that presses hardly upon
these men is the high price of feed, It is
more costly this year thau it has been for «
long time, Still, they have to buy it to
keep their stock, which ix their ecapital,
alive. If these men get behind $100 or %o
they have but litde hope of eatching up
again., Alogether, the outlook for them is
a gloomy onpe.”

THE RIVER PROBLEM

How to Beat the Ohio Is Paszling the Looal
Eaiiroads.

The Pittsbure commitiee of freight
agents met st the Lake Shore office yester-
day to dispose of & mass of detailed matter
that had accumulated. A more important
subject, the gquestion of river rates, was
broacned, but it was dropped like a hot po-
tato. The Cincinnati Packet Line, with
the river at its back, is a painful subject to
toe initial lines, and the ronds beyond St
Louis who take advantage of the low river
to that point from this territory ara not held
in high esteem.

A mesting to knoek out the 10X cent
rate to St. Louis was held at Cincinnati
thie week, but nothing was done. The all-
rail rate is now 18 cents, reduced trom 2L
How to ret around the river suag is what
has puzzied the loeal lines for years. An
agent remarked vesterday that some busi-

ness was carried on the river, but
in bi=  opinion not enongh o
make the railroads squesl. Receiving

ronds in the Southwest have been bronght
into line in the past, but Captain Hender-
son lias never failed to make arraucements
with other roads who were zlad to carry the
freight from river points into the interior.

The Western ¢ prefer the river
rate, and #t was hinted that the
tnitial lines might agree to
tarn  their traffic to some line that

would charge all rail rates, This is equal
to & boyeott, and all the Ineal agents deciare
that wo snclh plan was ever thought of or
would be entertained for a moment. Mean-
while il the Ohio should drop to an unnavi-
gible depth, as it irequently does during
the summer, the problem will be easy for
the time being. Hivers and canals always
were a nuisailee auvhow in the eyes of rail-
road managers.
